Wilh the closing of one year and the Incoming of a new year it is custom- 
ary for business institutions and individuals to take stock of their present 
position and ascerlain whether progress has been recorded, whether assets or 
liabililles have increased, and, generally, whether their position Is stronger or 
weaker than at the beginning of the twelve-month period. It ig not only 
natural that this stocktaking should be done, but it is eminently wise. But 
it it is to be of full value, it must be searchinig in character and absolutely 
honest. No camouflage should be tolerated. ‘ 

In Jast week's article in this column, a forward look was attempted and 
the conclusion reached that prospects in Canada were bright for improvement 
during 1925, providing the people of Canada displayed continued confidence in 
themselves and the resources of their country, and threw themselves with un- 
remitting energy into the task of developing those resources for their own 
use and to supply foreign markets. ‘Later reports from all quarters serve to 
strengthen this view. . ; 

In order, however, to oblain a true conception of presen-day conditions, 
it is necessary to look back over a longer period than one year. Just six 
years have elapsed since the World War ended, and the titanic conflict which 
turned the world upside down for nearly five years ended in victory for the 
Allies. During those vears of tremendous destruction of life and property 
the pendulum swung to the extreme in one direction. During the last six 
years it has swung to the extreme in the other direction, as was inevitable. 
It is now gradually getting back to normal. 

When one stops to consider the world situation at the close of 1918 with 
millions of men still under arms, to be transporied to their homes, demobiliz- 
ed and absorbed into the occupations of civilian life; with the world’s whole 
industrial organization to be re-converted from the business of war {o the arts 
and sciences of peace; with inflated values for commodities of all kinds to be 
restored to normal levels; with all the destruction of war to be made good, and 
all the aftermath of war to be cleaned up, it is litthe short of marvellous that 
so much has been accomplished and conditions are as satisfactory as they 
now are, six years later. a 

It could not be otherwise than that there should be periods of discour- 
agement and depression, unemployment and hard times, with their s¢com- 
paniment of distress, suffering and loss during this time of reconstruction and 
readjustment, But the marvel is not that full recovery has not been more 
quickly achieved, but that so much has been accomplished without greater un- 
rest, more prolonged depression, and more severe losscs. 

Instead of the people of Canada fecling discouraged and despondent be- 
cause of conditions as they exist today, they should rather be encouraged and 
profoundly thankful, and filled with confidence for the future solidly based 
on the really wonderful recovery of the past few years. 

These years of adversity, trying and difficult as they have been, have not 
been without value. In the long run those who have displayed courage and 
tenacity, fought their economic battles and hung grimly on, will reap their 
reward, and Canada will be the better for the struggle through which it has, 
and still is, passing. 

Recent years hare proven that these Western Provinces are capable of 
producing great crops. Some districts may be adversely affected one year, 
and othr districts in other years. jut the couutry as a whole is sound and 
capable of producing enormous wealth, and with a resumption ef normal world 
conditions—and this normalcy becomes more evident with each passing year— 
there is no cause for pessimism nor doubt as to the future. 

Methods and conditions are, and must, constantly be changing, and our 
people must accept and meet these. Yor example, nol so many years ago 
Western Canada was a butter importing country; today it exports millions of 
pounds of butter annually. Western Canada used to import turkeys for 
Thanksgiving and Christmas; now it exports them by the carload to Eastern 
and United States markets. ,

U.S. Fleet To Visit Australia 


May Have Effect On British Shipbuild- 
ing Is Opinion 

The news that practically the whole

Southwestern Ontario 

Few persons have the opportunity 
or the time to study Canada as this 
country deserves. Visitors have been 
heard to say they did not know we had 
such universally favorable weather 
conditions or such a variety of clim- 
ate; even our own people are large- 
ly unfamiliar with many of {ts most 
interesting features. Tor instance, 
in Southwestern Ontario, south of a 
line running from Toronto to Goderich 
we have what is known as the Caro- 
linian zone, so-called on account of 
the similarity of the vegetation ‘with 
that of the Southern Atlantic States. 
In this area are many farms of vege- 
tation that occur nowhere else {n Can- 
ada. It Is known as the fruit belt, 
and it is fully settled and intensively 
The few remaining trees are 
characteristic of the orlginal forest 
such as sycamore, chestnut, black 
walnut and certain species of oak and 
hickory. . 

Among the plants which are pecu- 
liar to certain localities in this area 
are sassatras, red mulberry, tulip 
trees, flow¢ring dogwood and others.

baceous vegelation growing in this 
Carolinian zone that grow nowhere 


else in Canada, but many of these are 
now practically eradicated by cultiva- 
tion.

Changes Its Direction 


Does Not Due 

The magnetic compass has been 
used for more than 600 years and to- 
day is more widely employed = than 
ever before. Yet coutrary to popular 
belief the magnetic compass does not 
point due north, but. more or less east 
ward or westward of it at different 
places. 

Scientists stale that this Is because 
the magnetic poles of the earth are 
not situated at the geographical poles 
as shown on our maps of the ~vorld. 

The problem of the compass is still, 
further complicated by the fact that 
it changes its direction from year to 
year; it marches to the Westward for 
many years, then turns backward and 
marches to the eastward, then re- 
verses again and marches to the west- 
ward, ete. Moreover, its very con- 
fusing behavior is quile different in 
different places. Whether this is 
caused by shifting of the magnetic 
poles, by changes wilhin the earth it- 
self, or by some influence of the sun 
or planets, scientists have not vet been 
able to determine.

PARLIAMENT A 
OTTAWA TO OPEN 
ON FEBRUARY 5 


Ottawa.—Parliament “will open on 
Thursday, February 5, Premier King 
announced al a Cabinet meeting. ‘The 
The date of opening is almost a month 
earlier than last year, when Parlia- 
ment was summoned on the last day 
of February. The coming session will 
be the fourth of the present Govern- 
ment, and of the fourteenth Pirlia- 
ment, since Confederation. 

The session will probably last well 
into the summer months, and with 
a subsequent general election in the 
balance. Since last session, ,the 
standing of the parties has changed 
but little. 

The coming session promises to be 
historic. Premier King on a number 
of occasions has announced the--in- 
tention of the Government to bring 
down a constitutional amendinent to 
limit the veto powers of the Senate, 
just as the Parliament Act of Great 
Britain limited the veto powers of the 
Lords. But such a constitutional 
amendment will only be brought 
about—such is the general expecta- 
tion—after a long and bitter fight. In 
both Houses, opponents are expected 
to flight it on the ground that there 
should be amendment of the Confed- 
eration agreement embodied in the 
British North Ameriea Act without 
prior consent of the federating prov-

Dairying a Most Necessary Adjunct for 
Success on the Farin 

A committee which has been work- 
ing under the chairmanship of Mr. W. 
Waldron has reported to the Saskat- 
chowan Economic Board on conditions 
in the dairy industry. 

A questionnaire was sent out to 
forty representative farmers in select- 
ed portions of Saskatchewan, who in- 
clude a number of dalry cows In their 
farming operations. The average 
number of mileh cows kept on these 
farts was found to be twelve and the 
choice of breeds to be about equally 
divided between Shorthorns and Hol- 
steing. .These farms may be taken as 
typical mixed farms, that is to say, the 
fneome is derlyed from grain growing, 
dairving, cattle, sheep, hogs and poul- 
try. The returns to hand indicate 
that approximately 30 per cent. of the 
{income on these farms is derived from 
selling cream, while only two returns 
show any portion of the income deriv- 
ed from selling home-made butter. Ten 
per cent. is made by selling pork, and 
the Income percentage from poultry 
varies from one to ten per cent.; 26.9 
of the incouwe derived from growing 
wheat Asked whether they consid- 
ered dairying an important feature in 
schemes of farming, the reply 
in every instance was in the affirma- 
tive, while some add that they would 
not attempt to farm at all without 
cows. Tae questionnaire also elicited

“A kind hearted gentleman, concely- 

ed ihe idea that a home should be es- 

tablished for blind bables or children. 

His kindness was Christ-like. Nis 


method was unscientific. It is not 


enough to have Christian or humani-- 


tarjan sympathies. Sympathy and 
social science shoukl be synthctized. 
Our kind hearted frlond should have 
studied the whole subject before 
jumping to the conclusion that a home 
should be established. We would 
have sought diligently for answer to 
such questions as these, “Are there 
many blind babies?” “Why should 
there be any?” “Should blind babies 
be taken away from their mothers?” 
“Would the mothers part with them? 
“If so, ought not the bables to be plac- 
ed in foster homes until they are old 
enough to go to a school for the 
blind?” 

As a maiter of fact there are not 
many blind babies. There ought to 
be none. Blindness In babies is al 
most.wholly. preventable if doctors 
and nurses and midwives are as care- 
ful and skillful as they ought to be. 

He had raised about $2,000 for the 
home. This money, until lately,-was 
on the hands of the trustees who were 
perplexed to know what to do with it. 
They took counsel of an experienced 
; social leader who advised them to con- 
sult with the Canadian National In- 
stitute for.the Blind. © ‘Chis they did 
With the result that the money Is be- 
ing handed over to the institute to be 
used for the purpose of either caring 
for or giving sight to blind children, 
which is offen possible, or in their 
educational work for tho prevention of 
blindness In babies by securing proper 
care attheir birth. A simple solu- 
tion applied toe the eyes of the new 
born babe makes sure that it will not 
be blind cren though there were in 
its eyes the seeds of blindness because 
of disease in the mother, 

One such blind child recently in a 
western village was discovered by a 
worker for the Institute for the Blind, 
taken to a city, operated on, liad its 
sight restored or bestowed and is now 
happy in God’s sunlight and in all the 
matchless beauty of the world and 
faces life almost whelly unhandieap- 
ped. Inasmuch as this great thing 
hath been done unto one such Mitle 
little one it hath been donc unto Jesus, 
the Great Lover and Saviour of Ittle 
children. Dow much better to put 
this money to such use rather than to 
establish a new “institution” to be a 
burden and a source of perplexity to 


future generations of kindly digposcd 
people? 

Another fad of kindly but soelully 
untrained people Is to launeh the 


| building of great orphannges for little 
children. Any worker oft soclal ex- 
perience knows that to place these lit- 
tle orphans out in private foster homes 
is a much wiser thing and much less 
expensive. Che only use of an orp- 
hanuge is to house and care for orphan 
or neglected children until such time 
as foster homes can be secured for 


them. And this is what the best 
orphanages are secking diligently to

Margaret Bondfield Says It Is a Suit- 
able Place For Young Emigrants 
Canada is a most desirable land for 

the British youth, boy or girl. There 
is no prejudice. in the Dominion 
against the “home child,” and farmers’ 
sons are not reluctant in selecting 
home girls for their wives. Those 
children at present in farm_homes in 
the Dominion, are in the main, “thor- 
oughly happy, and would on no ae- 
count return to the Old Country.”

Consider a Pair of Boots 


A Great Many Costs That Bring the 
Price Up Before Reaching the 
Customer 

One frequently hears the high prices 
of these times discussed as if tho en- 
tire blame rested on the high wages 
paid to labor. Yet the direct labor, 
the work of the wage-earner, becomes 
an ever-lessening fraction of the cost 
of any one thing. 

The great trouble is that wages, sal- 
aries, commission and profits have to 
be paid to an increasing number of in- 
termediaries between the raw material 
where nature provides it in tho. crude. 
and the ultimate consumer of the fin- 
ished ar’écle, 

Consider a pair of boots. Bulletin 
360, page 150, of the United States 
bureau’ of labor statistics, says the 
labor on a pair, of shoes costs only 37 
cents, including the pay of superin- 
tendents, office staff, foreman and al! 
persons connected with the necessary 
working of the factory plant. The 
wage-cost of making the shoes is 
only 37 cents. 

A great many other costs bring the 
price up before the shoes leave the 
factory. The cost of leather and 
other materlals has to be taken into 
account, and the cost of overhead and 
of selling. There was labor in the 
providing of materials, in transporta- 
tion and delivery, and in the shipping 
of the shots.—The Toronto Star.
